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Introduction 


Administered by the Ministry of Culture and 
Communications, the Cultural Facilities Improve- 
ment Program (CFIP) is designed to enhance the 
quality and accessibility of cultural facilities across 
Ontario. 


CFIP responds to demonstrated community needs 
in partnership with other funding agencies, other 
levels of government, and the private sector. 
Through a series of grant categories, it supports 
projects that conserve, restore, adapt and improve 
existing Cultural facilities, and also supports the 
conservation of heritage structures and the develop- 
ment of new cultural facilities. 


Grant Categories 


Applications to the Cultural Facilities Improvement 
Program must fit within one of the following grant 
categories and meet all of the requirements of that 
category. 


The categories are: 

- Studies 

- Libraries - Capital Development 

- Community Information Centres - Capital 
Development 

- Arts Facilities - 
Community Arts Improvement 
Co-operative Facility Improvements for 

Arts Organizations 

Upgrading 

- Heritage Facilities Improvement 

- Heritage Structure Preservation 


Detailed information about the grant categories 
begins on page 3. 


The Application Process 


Applicants to the Cultural Facilities Improvement 
Program should work closely with the local re- 
gional office of the Ministry of Culture and Com- 
munications in preparing their application. Re- 
gional consultants are well-versed in CFIP grant 
categories and will help to ensure applications are 
complete. 


PROGRAM OVERVIEW 


ACCEPTANCE OF A COMPLETED APPLIC- 
ATION BY THE MINISTRY DOES NOT NECES- 
SARILY MEAN THAT A GRANT WILL BE 
AWARDED. APPLICANTS SHOULD ALSO BE 
AWARE THAT THEY MAY NOT RECEIVE THE 
FULL GRANT AMOUNT REQUESTED. 


Applicants must not begin work on the project until 
their application is submitted to the ministry and 
the ministry has acknowledged in writing that it is 
complete. If the financing and successful comple- 
tion of the project are dependent upon 

ministry funding, applicants should not commence 
work or make contractual commitments until they 
have received formal approval for a CFIP grant. 


Application Review Periods 


There are three capital application review periods 
each year. The dates by which complete applica- 
tions must be received by the ministry for the 
review are March 15, July 1, and December 1. Itis 
important to note that grant applications must be 
complete in all respects by the deadline date in 
order to be included in the review. 


Applications to the studies category will be dealt 
with outside these review periods and, at the 
ministry’s discretion, applications for grants of 
under $20,000 can also be excluded from the 
review periods. 


Facility Ownership 


Except in the case of an application for a study 
grant, the facility for which the application is made 
must be owned by the applicant or leased for a 
minimum of 20 years from the time of application. 
Provision does exist for special needs and, under 
exceptional circumstances, short-term leases may 
be considered. 


Project Financing 


CFIP GRANT AMOUNTS ARE AWARDED 
SUBJECT TO THE AVAILABILITY OF FUNDS. 
For construction projects, the total CFIP grant will 
not exceed one-third of the total eligible project 
cost or $1,000,000, whichever is less. Grants for 
study projects will not exceed one-half of eligible 
project costs. 


Applicants must demonstrate that they have the 
necessary funds to complete the project, and the 
balance of funding must be substantially in place 
before the application can be considered complete. 


No expenditures made before written ministry 
acknowledgement of a complete CFIP application 
will be eligible for a grant, with the exception of 
design or consultant’s fees which were 

necessary in order to complete the application. 
Grant commitments will be based on the estimated 
cost of the approved project as indicated in the ap- 
plication. IF ACTUAL PROJECT COSTS ARE 
GREATER THAN ESTIMATED COSTS, THE 
MINISTRY’S COMMITMENT WILL NOT BE 
INCREASED SUBSEQUENTLY FOR ANY 
REASON. If the actual cost of completing the 
project is less than the estimated cost on which the 
grant was based, the grant will be reduced propor- 
tionately. 


Eligible Donated Costs 


Donated labour and materials may be included in 
the calculation of the project’s total eligible cost. It 
should be understood, however, that the ministry’s 
contribution will never exceed the actual cash 
expenditure for the project. 


Donated labour of skilled tradespeople is valued on 
the basis of trade rates currently payable for compa- 
rable work. The value of unskilled volunteer labour 
is based on the current construction minimum wage 
established by the Ministry of Labour. Professional 
fees are eligible at fair market value, as are dona- 
tions of materials and the use of construction 
equipment. 


Donated land and buildings are ineligible project 
costs. 


Grant Disbursement 


Thirty per cent of the grant will be paid on evidence 
that the project has begun and the applicant has met 
any relevant conditions. An additional 50 per cent 
will be paid when the project is 30 per cent com- 
plete. The final 20 per cent of the grant will be paid 
on completion of the project and the satisfactory 
completion of any other conditions. 


The Selection and 
Tendering Process 


The ministry is concerned that any project receiving 
assistance represent reasonable value for money 
and not represent a conflict of interest. As a condi- 
tion of receiving a grant, the applicant must agree 
to use a competitive or comparative selection 
process throughout the project, depending on the 
nature of the work. These processes must be used 
and documented, even though the grant may 
actually have been awarded on the basis of cost es- 
timates. 


Except for an allowance of 10 per cent that may be 
given for the purchase of Canadian goods and 
services, the ministry expects that the lowest bid 
will be used and reserves the right to pay any grant 
on the basis of the lowest price or prices. 


Terms and Conditions 


When the appropriate person signs the application 
underneath the “Terms and Conditions” and sub- 
mits it, he or she is certifying that the information 
given on the application is true, correct and com- 
plete in every respect, that the organization agrees 
to abide by terms and conditions governing the 
grant and that the terms and conditions will be, 
upon the ministry awarding the organization a 
grant, binding upon the organization. A grant is 
awarded on the basis of this understanding.

PS 


GRANT CATEGORIES 


The Ministry regards good planning as essential for 
successful capital projects. In many cases, a feasi- 
bility study or equivalent documentation is a 
prerequisite for consideration of capital funding for 
a construction project. 


Objective: 


To improve the level of planning for the upgrading 
and development of cultural resources and facili- 
ties. 


What is Eligible: 


+ Studies undertaken in preparation for a capital 
project relating to the upgrading or develop- 
ment of a cultural capital facility or the con- 
servation of a heritage property and dealing 
directly with the capital aspects of the project 


+ Studies include: 

- Feasibility studies to determine the viability 
of renovations or additions to a facility 

- Studies to review the overall feasibility of a 
proposed new facility 

- Building assessments to determine the appro- 
priateness of the renovation or restoration of 
the building and/or the nature of the work 
required 

- Future use studies for heritage properties 

- Archaeological master plans 

- Life Safety Studies as prescribed in the Fire 
Marshall’s Act, or in Ontario Regulation 67/ 
87, Part 9 of the Ontario Fire Code 


¢ Studies do not include non-capital planning 
studies; e.g. : program, management or 
marketing studies and non-capital needs assess- 
ments; background studies related to Official 
Plans 


Who is Eligible: 


« Any municipality, local service board, Indian 
Band Council, school board, library board, con- 
servation authority or incorporated non-profit 
organization 


¢ Joint applications involving more than one 
organization are encouraged 


Information Required: 


¢ Terms of reference which have been negotiated 
with and approved by the ministry 


+ Confirmation that balance of funding to com- 
plete the project is in place 


Special conditions: 


+ Studies must be undertaken by an independent 
consultant with appropriate professional qualifi- 
cations and expertise 


RE 
LIBRARIES - 
CAPITAL DEVELOPMENT 


The ministry’s capital funding program ensures 
communities an opportunity to develop facilities 
which address accepted standards regarding the 
delivery of efficient public library service and 
unique community needs. 


Objectives: 


¢ To ensure that the special requirements of public 
library activities and functions are considered in 
capital planning 


* To complement the municipal planning process 


¢ To ensure disabled people will be able to use 
and enjoy public library facilities and programs 


¢ To ensure changes to facilities to reflect 
community needs regarding public library 
service 


¢ To ensure the continuing development of 
Ontario’s Public Library system 


What is Eligible: 


+ Special amenities to improve accessibility for 
disabled persons. For example: 
- Power-assisted or low pressure doors 
- Mechanical lifting devices 
- Washroom facilities 
- Internal ramps and associated handrails 
- Braille signage 
- Special sound systems in performance areas 
for people with impaired hearing 


+ Alterations, renovations or additions to existing 
facilities 


* Acquisitions/construction of new facilities 


Priorities (in order of priority): 


* The improvement of accessibility for disabled 
persons, using Section 3.7 of the Ontario Build- 
ing Code as a minimum standard 


* The upgrading of facilities to minimum library 
standards as outlined in Building Libraries: 
Guidelines for the Planning and Design of 
Public libraries 


¢ Projects which result in an expanded service, 
responding to an identified community need by 
altering, renovating, or adding to an existing 
facility. Library boards having only one 
service point will receive priority consideration 


¢ Projects which result in the establishment of a 
new Service point; library boards having only one 
service point will receive priority consideration 


Who is Eligible: 


e Any municipality, local service board, library 
board, Indian Band council 


Assessment Factors: 


¢ Municipal support and approval as required by 
the Public Libraries Act, 1984 


+ County library board endorsement where 
applicable 


Information Requested: 


¢ Detailed drawings of proposed features to im- 
prove accessibility for disabled persons 


¢ Indication of how proposal meets minimum 
library standards 


¢ A feasibility study or equivalent documentation 
providing a detailed rationale of the need for the 
facility/or the addition or renovation of the 
existing facility 


¢ A budget for the capital project indicating 
projected expenditures and confirmed revenues 


¢ A realistic schedule for construction and 
cashflow requirements 


+ Satisfactory operating budget projections 
(minimum three years) 


Requirements for a 
Complete Application: 


+ Confirmation of municipal support and ap- 
proval, as required by the Public Libraries Act, 
1984

Objective: 


¢ To provide stability and a permanent focus for 
the delivery of community services and 
programs 


What is Eligible: 


¢ Alterations or renovations to existing facilities 
which improve the delivery of an existing 
service or program or provide for a new service 
or program 


e Special amenities to improve accessibility for 
disabled persons using Section 3.7 of the 
Ontario Building Code as a minimum standard 


¢ Acquisition/construction of new facilities 
and additions to existing facilities 


Who is Eligible: 


+ Community Information Centres (A.C.I.C.O.- 
voting members) 


Assessment Factors: 


+ Community endorsement as evidenced by 
broad financial and volunteer support 


¢ Indication of how the capital project affects 
and improves the operation of the organization 


Information Requested: 


+ A feasibility study or equivalent documentation 
providing the rationale for the proposed capital 
project which will result in improved program 
delivery 


* A budget for the capital project indicating 
projected expenditures and confirmed revenues 


- A realistic schedule for construction and 
cashflow requirements 


+ Satisfactory operating budget projections 
(minimum three years) 


Requirements for a 
Complete Application: 


+ Ownership/lease agreement 


* Resolution of Board to undertake project and 
request a CFIP grant 


¢ Sketch plans 


e Letters patent

Objectives: 


¢ To increase the accessibility of arts programs 
and services across Ontario 


¢To complement municipal or community-wide 
objectives and priorities for arts development 
and to enhance local public amenities for arts 
programming 


+ To develop a partnership with municipal 
government to establish a cohesive cultural in- 
frastructure 


+ To improve the market for the arts 


+ To encourage community-wide support for the 
project including involvement in planning, 
development and implementation 


What is Eligible: 


+ Capital projects which increase accessibility for 
public arts programming 


Priorities: 


+ Communities with few arts facilities, in which a 
new or expanded facility will significantly 
improve access and increase audiences 
for the arts 


+ Projects which will result in an expanded 
audience and greater participation in cultural 
activities; usually determined through a feasi- 
bility study 


¢ Projects which involve new or greater munici- 
pal operating support for arts organizations 


Who is Eligible: 


¢ Municipalities (including improvement districts 
and Indian Band Councils) 


+ Incorporated arts organizations, provided 
the project has confirmed municipal support 


Assessment Factors: 


+ Municipal financial support and/or concrete 
services-in-kind donated by municipality 


+ Municipal involvement in annual operating 
support after completion of capital project 


+ Involvement by more than one community 
organization other than municipality. Broad 
agreement and participation in planning, devel- 
opment and implementation 


+ Greater public accessibility as projected 
through concrete quantifiable indicators (mini- 
mum three years) 


+ Community endorsement as evidenced by 
broad financial and volunteer support 


+ Economic impact within the community and 
region 


Information Required: 


¢ Indication of how facility complements munici- 
pal/community capital objectives and strategies 


¢ A feasibility study or equivalent documentation 
providing a detailed rationale of the need for a 
new facility/or the addition or renovation of the 
existing facility. Information should also be 
provided on the economic impact of the capital 
project on the community and region 


¢ Indication of projected increased public access- 

ibility for arts programming. Projected 

results on an annual basis might be provided 

through indicators such as: 

- increase in number of seats 

- increase in attendence or audience size 

- increase in ticket revenues 

- increase in programming (projected in- 
creased number of performances, exhibitions 
or services) 


¢ An outline of how all interested parties will 
participate in the development, planning and 
implementation of project 


- A budget for the capital project, indicating 
projected expenditures and all revenues con- 
firmed or anticipated 


¢ A realistic schedule for construction, fund- 
raising and cashflow requirements — con- 
sideration should be given to inflation where 
project extends beyond one year 


+ Satisfactory operating budget projections 
(minimum three years). If Canada Council, 
Ontario Arts Council or other government operat- 
ing grants are indicated, confirmation from the 
funding source must be provided 


Requirements for a 
Complete Application: 


¢ Confirmed municipal support as indicated 
through a letter from the Municipal Clerk 


¢ Confirmation of financial support from the 
federal government is required if support is 
anticipated 


¢ If fundraising is part of the funding for the 
project, written documentation of a successful 
compaign must be provided, with at least 50% 
of the funds received and the balance pledged 


¢ For all capital projects with potential eligible 
costs exceeding $100,000 (exclusive of 
feasibility study costs), a signed statement that 
the applicant agrees to commission or purchase 
work(s) of art equal in value to a minimum of 1% 
of total eligible cost, in accordance with Ministry 
requirements (see page 10) 


ARTS FACILITIES - 
CO-OPERATIVE FACILITY 
IMPROVEMENTS FOR 


ARTS ORGANIZATIONS 
TE 


Objectives: 


* To support capital projects which result in 
greater operating efficiencies 


¢ To encourage the sharing of facilities and 
resources 


¢ To provide opportunities for co-operation 
between cultural organizations that are sup- 
ported by the province 


What is Eligible: 


+ Co-operative projects involving two or more 
arts Organizations supported by the province 


+ Projects involving organizations whose activi- 
ties complement each other and which, in 
working cooperatively in a single facility, will 
realize significant economies in utilizing 
resources 


° In instances where one organization is to own a 
facility, the other applicant organization(s) must 
be granted a long-term lease 


Who is Eligible: 


e Arts organizations supported annually by the 
ministry or the Ontario Arts Council 


Assessment Factors: 


¢ Level of public programming in relation to 
capital grant requested 


¢ Broad cultural/social/economic impact of the 
capital project on the community 


+ Compatibility of applicant organizations includ- 
ing their ability to work together and the degree to 
which their activities complement each other (cost 
savings and other benefits realized from sharing a 
single facility) 


Information Required: 


. A projection of operating budgets for all appli- 
cant organizations (three-year minimum); these 


projections must not depend on new or greater 
annual operating support from governnment 
(unless the increased operating support can be 
confirmed from the government funding 
source(s)) 


¢ A description of the anticipated results (admin- 
istrative enhancements, reduction in operating 
costs and other benefits, both tangible and 
intangible) to be gained as a result of the pro- 
posed capital and operating partnerships 


¢ An indication of projected increased program- 
ming activity, if applicable; projected results 
might be provided through indicators listed 
below: 
- increase in number of services 
- increase in number of exhibits 
- increase in number of performances 
- increase in attendance or audience size 


¢ A feasibility study or equivalent documentation 
providing a detailed rationale for the project; 
information should also be provided on the 
cultural, social and economic impact of the 
capital project on the community 


+ A budget for the capital project, indicating 
projected expenditures and all revenues con- 
firmed or anticipated for the project 


+ A realistic schedule for the construction, 
fundraising and cashflow requirements; consid- 
eration should be given to inflation where 
project extends beyond one year 


+ A partnership agreement signed by all partici- 
pants outlining the planning, development and 
implementation processes and responsibilities 
of the capital project; the expectations and re- 
sponsibilities of the capital project; the 
expectations and responsibilities for future 
operations; and the means for conflict resolution 


Required for a 
Complete Application: 


¢ Written confirmation of federal and municipal 
support is required if support is anticipated 
from these sources 


¢ If fundraising is part of the funding for the 
project, written documentation of a successful 
campaign must be provided, with at least 50% 
of the funds received and the balance pledged 


¢ For all capital projects with potential eligible 
costs exceeding $100,000 (exclusive of feasibil- 
ity study costs), a signed statement that the 
applicant agrees to commission or purchase 
work(s) of art equal in value to a minimum of 
1% of total eligible capital cost, in accordance 
with ministry requirements (see page 10) 


ARTS FACILITIES - 


UPGRADING 
REET 


Objectives: 


- To upgrade existing arts facilities, or buildings 
that will become arts facilities, to meet fire 
code, building code and energy conservation 
standards 


¢ To upgrade existing facilities in order to 
obtain optimum usage for arts programming 


What is Eligible: 


+ Capital improvements which are required to 
meet current fire, energy, health and building 
code standards 


¢ Improvements which will result in greater 
operating efficiencies 


Priorities: 


¢ Projects which involve facilities with signifi- 
cant public programming 


Who is Eligible: 


¢ Existing non-profit community arts facilities or 
non-profit community facilities designated for 
future arts use 


Assessment Factors: 


+ Degree to which capital project affects and 
improves the operation of the facility 


¢ Net loss if facility is closed or net gains if 
facility is improved 


Information Required: 


¢ Documentation outlining the improvements 
required to meet fire code, building code and 
energy conservation standards 


- A feasibility study or equivalent documentation 
providing the rationale for proposed capital im- 
provements which will result in greater operat- 
ing efficiencies 


+ A budget for the capital project indicating 


projected expenditures and all project revenues 
confirmed or anticipated 


¢ A realistic schedule for construction, fundrais- 
ing and cashflow requirements; consideration 
should be given to inflation where project 
extends beyond one year 


¢ Satisfactory operating budget projections (min- 
imum three years); if increased Canada Council, 
Ontario Arts Council or other government oper- 
ating grants are indicated, then confirmation from 
the funding source must be provided 


¢ If the project is intended to increase the effi- 
ciency of the facility, a description of the sit- 
uation to be remedied and the improvements to 
be achieved 


+ Quantitative indicators for the improvement 

might be: 

- increase in number of seats 

- increase in square meters for 
performance or program space 

- increase in amenities for the disabled 

- other quantitative indicators should 
be defined as appropriate, depending 
on the project 


¢ For projects that are not easily quantifiable, a 
qualitative analysis explaining how the capital pro- 
ject will improve the facility may be provided 


Requirements for a 
Complete Application: 


¢ Written confirmation of federal or municipal 
support if anticipated 


¢ If fundraising is part of the funding for the 
project, written documentation of a successful 
campaign, with at least 50% of the funds re- 
ceived and the balance pledged 


¢ For all capital projects with potential eligible costs 
exceeding $100,000 (exclusive of feasibility study 
costs), a signed statement that the applicant agrees 
to commission or purchase work(s) of art equal in 
value to a minimum of 1% of total eligible capital 
costs, in accordance with ministry requirements 
(see page 10) 


ARTS FACILITIES - 
SPECIAL REQUIREMENT 


"ONE % FOR ART" 


All applicants to CFIP “Arts Facilities” grant 
categories with potential eligible costs exceeding 
$100,000, must agree, as a condition of approval, to 
commission or purchase work(s) of art from an 
Ontario-based artist(s) equal in value to a minimum 
of 1% of the total eligible project cost. 


Objectives: 


¢ To increase the public awareness and visibility 
of the visual arts in Ontario 


¢ To stimulate the market for Ontario artists 


What is Required: 


¢ For all capital projects with potential eligible 
costs exceeding $100,000, the commission or 
purchase and installation of work(s) of art by an 
Ontario artist(s) 


¢ The work of art must be in a visible and 
publicly accessible site within the funded 
facility 


e Where possible, the work(s) of art should 
complement the architectural design of the 
facility 


Funding Eligibility: 


¢ The cost of the commission or purchase and 
installation will be considered as an eligible 
project cost in the grant calculation to a maxi- 
mum of 2% of the balance of the eligible costs 


Special Criteria: 


¢ The artist(s) must be a Canadian citizen(s) or 
landed immigrant(s) residing in Ontario for 
more than one year 


+ Selection of the art work must be undertaken by 
a committee of three or more qualified individ- 
uals: a representative from the architectural 
firm; one or more board representatives; and 
one or more individuals knowledgeable about 
the visual arts (professional artist, gallery 
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director or curator or private collector) 


e The selection committee must consider a 
minimum of three works by three different pro- 
fessional artists 


Notes: a professional artist is an individual 
earning his/her living through art or recognized 
by his/her peers as a professional artist. 


Works purchased/commissioned with MCC support 
cannot be sold or moved without prior ministry 
consent. If applicant organization is unable to guar- 
antee public accessibility, the work must be donated 
to a municipality, public non-profit art gallery or 
public library with the prior written approval of the 
ministry. 


The board of an applicant organization is respon- 
sible for all maintenance costs. 


Example: For a project for which the eligible 
construction cost is $250,000, the applicant would 
be required to spend a minimum of $2,500 (1%) on 
the acquisition of art for the facility. The cost of the 
acquisition and installation of the art, to a maxi- 
mum of $5,000 (2%) would then be added to the 
eligible construction cost to determine the total 
eligible project cost ($250,000 + $5,000 (maxi- 
mum) = $255,000 (maximum)). 


HERITAGE FACILITIES 


IMPROVEMENT 
RARE 


This program allows museums and other organiza- 
tions which provide heritage programs and services 
to their communities to upgrade or replace their 
facilities in order to: protect historical collections 
from damage and loss; improve services to the 
community; and provide for greater public safety 
and accessibility. 


Objectives: 


«To improve facilities in which Ontario’s 
history is interpreted and/or housed 


¢ To upgrade museum facilities to meet provin- 
cial standards for community museums 


¢ To improve accessibility for the disabled 


¢ To upgrade existing heritage facilities to meet 
fire safety standards 


What is Eligible: (in order of priority) 
¢ Renovation and upgrading of existing facilities 
¢ Additions to existing structures 


¢ Upgrading and/or renovation of a building to 
serve as a new facility for an existing heritage 
organization (e.g.: Amuseum must relocate to 
accommodate an expanding collection. The 
museum board chooses a building within the 
community which requires upgrading to meet 
provincial standards for community museums) 


¢ Construction of a new facility for an existing 
heritage organization 


Priorities: 


+ Nature of project as ranked under “Eligible 
Projects” (see above) 


¢ Communities which are located in (in order of 
priority) the North, the East, the Central East, 
the West and the Central Region 


* Projects requesting $150,000 or less, followed 
by projects requesting between $150,000 and 
$250,000 
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Who is Eligible: 


¢ Any municipality, local service board, Indian 
Band council, school board, library board, con- 
servation authority or incorporated non-profit 
organization which delivers heritage programs/ 
services to the public and has been incorporated 
for at least one year prior to application 


Assessment Factors: 


¢ How facility complements municipal/com- 
munity cultural objectives and plans 


+ Economic impact within the community and 
region 


+ Community endorsement as evidenced by 
financial, material and/or volunteer support, 
where applicable 


e Sources of annual operating support, and 
degree of municipal involvement, if any, after 
completion of capital project 


+ Municipal financial support and/or tangible 
services-in-kind donated by municipality 


Information Required: 


+ A budget for the capital project indicating 
projected expenditures and all revenues con- 
firmed or anticipated for the project 


¢ A schedule for fundraising, constructuction, 
and cashflow requirements. Consideration 
should be given to inflation where project 
extends beyond one year 


+ Operating budget projections (minimum three 
years). 


IF PROVINCIAL, FEDERAL OR 

OTHER GOVERNMENT OPERATING 
GRANTS ARE INDICATED, CONFIRMATION 
FROM THE FUNDING SOURCE MUST BE 
PROVIDED 


HERITAGE STRUCTURE 
PRESERVATION 


¢ For projects in which the eligible costs are over 

$100,000, a detailed feasibility/planning study 

is required addressing: 

- Needs assessment 

- Implementation program (e.g. administrative 
organization, staffing implications, projected 
programming) 

- Cost breakdown (capital and non-capital,

The goal of this capital funding program is to 
conserve heritage structures in order to: preserve 
key elements of a community’s history; allow these 
structures to continue to serve a useful role 
within the community; and enhance the physical 
environment of the community. 


Objective: 


¢ To ensure the conservation and restoration of 
properties of heritage value as recognized by 
the community through designation under the 
Ontario Heritage Act 


What is Eligible: 


¢ Conservation and restoration of properties 
designated by the municipality under the 
Ontario Heritage Act 


Priorities: 


+ Communities which are located in (in order of 
priority) the North, the East, the Central East, 
the West and the Central Region 


+ Projects requesting $150,000 or less followed 
by projects requesting between $150,000 and 
$250,000 


Who is Eligible: 


e Any municipality, local service board, Indian 
Band council, conservation authority or incorp- 
orated non-profit organization which has been 
incorporated for at least one year prior to app- 
lication 


Assessment Factors: 


¢ Indication of how facility complements 
municipal/community capital objectives and 
Strategies where applicable 


+ Economic impact within the community and 
region 


¢ Municipal financial support and/or tangible 
services-in-kind donated by municipality, where 
applicable 
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Information Required: 


* An outline of how all interested parties will 
participate in the development, planning and 
implementation of the project 


+ A budget for the capital project indicating pro- 
jected expenditures and all projected revenues, 
confirmed or anticipated 


+ A realistic schedule for construction, fundrais- 
ing, and cashflow requirements; consideration 
should be given to inflation where project 
extends beyond one year 


¢ A history of the structure dealing with its 
design, construction and use 


¢ Recent photographs of the stucture and histor- 
ical photographs (where applicable) 


¢ A description of the property with special 
attention to its heritage elements 


¢ A copy of the designation by-law (or Notice of 
Intention to Designate) 


Special Conditions: 


¢ Designation under the Ontario Heritage Act; in 
exceptional cases, where designation is not 
possible, consideration will be given to waiving 
this requirement 


¢ Plans and specifications for all proposed work 
must be reviewed and accepted by the ministry 
before work commences and before any pay- 
ment is made 


¢ Donation of a heritage conservation easement 


to the municipality or to the Ontario Heritage 
Foundation may be required 


Eligible Project Costs: 


Normally only conservation or restoration work on 
the historic fabric of a structure will be considered 


eligible: re 
¢ Work necessary to restore the building to 
structural soundness or to ensure the preserv- 
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ation of the heritage fabric 


¢ The conservation or restoration of significant 
interior elements such as: original woodwork, 
decorative plasterwork, wall or ceiling murals, 
Original fixtures, etc. 


* For bridges, work necessary to restore struc- 
tural integrity such as conserving trusses, 
abutments and piers, and to preserve decorative 
elements such as railings, maker’s plates or 
lamp standards 


¢ Architect’s, engineer’s and consultants’ fees for 
the above-mentioned work 


¢ Routine maintenance is not eligible
